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INTRODUCTION 


There  are  five  series  of  reports  published  by  the  Research  Management 
Division  (RMD).    These  are: 

1.  ALBERTA  OIL  SANDS  ENVIRONMENTAL  RESEARCH  PROGRAM  WIDE  DISTRIBUTION 
REPORTS 

AOSERP  reports  have  been  published  from  the  inception  of  the  Alberta  Oil 
Sands  Environmental  Research  Program  (AOSERP)  in  1975  to  its  termination 
in  1985.  During  that  time,  the  AOSERP  designation  was  given  to  all 
reports  dealing  with  environmental  research  conducted  principally  within 
the  Athabasca  Oil  Sands  area  in  northeastern  Alberta,  although  the  Cold 
Lake  and  other  oil  sands  areas  of  the  province  were  also  included. 
Following  the  incorporation  of  AOSERP  into  the  regular  program  structure 
of  RMD  at  the  end  of  the  1984/85  fiscal  year,  the  series  was 
discontinued.  Reports  concerning  environmental  research  in  the  oil  sands 
regions  are  now  listed  under  the  RMD  Wide  Distribution,  Limited,  or  Open 
File  series  noted  below. 

2.  RESEARCH  MANAGEMENT  DIVISION  WIDE  DISTRIBUTION  REPORTS 

RI1D  reports  have  been  published  since  1980.  If  a  report  is  deemed  to  be 
of  general  interest,  it  is  designated  for  wide  distribution  and  200  copies 
are  printed. 

3.  LIMITED  DISTRIBUTION  REPORTS 

These  are  generally  interim  (project  progress)  reports  or  reports  that, 
for  various  reasons,  are  deemed  to  be  of  only  limited  interest.  Twenty 
copies  are  printed  for  distribution  to  depository  libraries.  This  series 
contains  both  AOSERP  and  RMD  reports. 

4.  OPEN  FILE  REPORTS 

Open  File  reports  are  those  which,  for  various  reasons,  are  not  considered 
appropriate  for  wide  or  limited  distribution.  These  are  unedited, 
"information  only"  reports,  hence  10  copies  are  printed  and  placed  in  the 
depository  libraries. 

5.  RESEARCH  SECRETARIAT  REPORTS 

This  report  series  began  in  1975  and  was  terminated  when  the  Research 
Management  Division  was  formed  in  1980.  Some  Research  Secretariat  reports 
are  still  available  for  distribution,  but  the  series  is  essentially 
non-existent. 

In  addition  to  the  reports  published  by  RMD,  this  catalogue  also  provides  a 
listing  of  reports  produced  by  other  agencies  but  available  free  of  charge 
through  RMD,  a  listing  of  papers  based  on  research  funded  fully  or  in  part 
through    RMD,    and    a    listing    of    Reclamation    Research    Technical  Advisory 
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Committee  (RRTAC)  reports.  The  RRTAC  reports  must  be  ordered  through  the 
Queen's  Printer,  and  there  is  a  charge  for  each  one,  ranging  from  $5.00  to 
$20.00.
